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GROWTH  OF  THE  TRADE. 

Among  the  noteworthy  examples  of  commercial  development  during 
the  past  decade  is  that  disclosed  by  the  records  of  the  trade  carried  on 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Scandinavian  countries — Denmark, 
Sweden,  and  Norway. 

In  1890  our  exports  to  these  three  countries  were  valued  at  less  than 
$9,000,000;  in  1900  they  amounted  to  nearly  $29,000,000.  The  ten 
years  subsequent  to  1890  have  witnessed  a  gain  in  annual  value  of 
about  $20,000,000,  or  over  200  per  cent. 

Our  importations  from  Scandinavia  are  comparatively  small,  the 
trade  being  extremely  one-sided.  The  import  value  for  1890  fell 
below  $4,000,000,  and  even  in  1900,  when  the  highest  figures  on  record 
were  reported,  the  value  barely  exceeded  $5,000,000. 

The  balance  of  trade  in  favor  of  the  United  States  increased  from 
less  than  $5,000,000  in  the  former  year  to  nearly  $24,000,000  in  the 
latter.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  TRADE. 

Denmark  is  the  principal  factor  in  our  Scandinavian  trade,  the  ex- 
ports to  that  country  for  1900  having  a  value  of  more  than  $18,000,0  M  >. 
while  the  combined  shipments  to  Sweden  and  Norway  were  valued  at 
about  $10,000,000.  Unfortunately  the  official  trade  returns  of  the 
United  States  do  not  present  separate  statements  of  the  commerce  car- 
ried on  with  Sweden  and  with  Norway,  and  it  is  therefore  impossible  to 
determine  from  our  export  statistics  which  of  these  two  countries  fur- 
nishes the  larger  market  for  American  products.  Judging  from  the 
customs  returns  published  by  Sweden  and  by  Norway,  however,  it 
would  seem  that  the  latter  country  is  [it  present  the  more  important 
customer. 

Since  1890.  when  our  exports  to  Denmark  were  valued  at  little  more 
than  $5,000,000,  and  our  exports  to  Sweden  and  Norway  at  less  than 
<54.oOO.000,  the  former,  according  to  the  records  of  1900,  have  increased 
over  $13,000,000,  and  the  latter  about  §7,000.0u<  >. 

Although  Denmark  is  the  leading  destination  of  our  exports  in  the 
Scandinavian  trade,  our  imports  come  chiefly  from  Sweden  and  Nor- 
way. The  value  of  the  goods  purchased  from  these  two  countries 
during  L900  exceeded  S4.0<>0,000,  while  the  importations  from  Den- 
mark had  a  value  of  only  $920,000.  In  the  imports  from  Sweden 
and  Norway,  however,  there  was  comparatively  little  increase  during 
the  past  ten  years,  whereas  the  record  of  importation  from  Denmark 
shows  a  decided  gain,  the  value  for  1900  being  more  than  double  that 
reported  for  any  year  of  the  preceding  decade. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  exports,  the  United  States  returns  of  importa- 
tion do  not  give  the  amounts  received  from  Sweden  and  from  Norway 
in  separate  statements.

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GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  TRADE 

Of  the  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  States  from  Scandi- 
navia during  1900,  only  about  27  per  cent  consisted  of  agricultural 
produce,  whereas  in  the  case  of  our  exports  to  that  region  products 
of  the  farm  comprised  about  70  per  cent.  The  value  of  the  agricul- 
tural products  shipped  to  Scandinavia  during  the  year  mentioned  was 
over  $20, 000,000  and  that  of  the  nonagricultural  products  less  than 
$9,000,000. 

Denmark's  purchases  of  American  farm  produce  amounted  to  about 
$15,000,000,  while  Sweden  and  Norway  bought  to  the  extent  of  only 
$5,500,000.  As  compared  with  the  record  for  1890,  when  our  agricul- 
tural exports  to  Denmark  were  valued  at  $1,300,000  and  our  agricul- 
tural exports  to  Sweden  and  Norway  at  $1,700,000,  the  figures  quoted 
for  1900  disclose  a  remarkable  increase. 

Prior  to  1898  the  products  of  agriculture  imported  into  the  United 
States  from  Scandinavia  were  supplied  chiefly  by  Denmark,  but  dur- 
ing that  year  and  1899  Sweden  and  Norway  contributed  shipments  of 
greater  value  than  those  received  from  the  Danes.  In  1900  our  agri- 
cultural imports  from  each  of  these  sources  were  much  larger  than 
during  previous  years.  The  value  of  the  importations  from  Denmark 
rose  to  $795,000  and  that  oi  the  importations  from  SwTeden  and  Nor- 
way to  $615,000.  Our  agricultural  imports  from  Denmark  formed  in 
value  86  per  cent  of  all  the  merchandise  purchased  from  that  country, 
but  in  the  case  of  the  goods  received  from  Sweden  and  Norway  pro- 
ducts of  the  farm  comprised  less  than  15  per  cent.

AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS  FROM  SCANDINAVIA. 

During  1900  our  agricultural  imports  from  Scandinavia  had  ?  value 
of  $1,409,432.  The  principal  part  of  this  sum  was  credited  to  one 
item — hides  and  skins — the  imports  of  which  were  valued  at  $1,216,717. 
Next  to  hides  and  skins  wool  formed  the  largest  item.  Other  agri- 
cultural products  imported  quite  extensively  were  rennets,  seeds, 
cheese,  and  distilled  spirits.

Our  purchases  of  hides  and  skins  from  Scandinavia  increased  to  a 
marked  extent  during  the  years  1890-1900,  the  total  for  1900,  which 
was  decidedly  the  largest  on  record,  amounting  to  11,196,437  pounds. 
The  import  value,  as  has  already  been  stated,  was  $1,216,717.  No 
statistics  of  quantity  were  recorded  for  1890,  but  the  value  reported 
for  that  year  amounted  to  only  $26,147. 

Of  the  imports  received  during  1900,  Denmark  furnished  6,406,041 
pounds,  valued  at  $638,492,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  5,090,396  pounds, 
valued  at  $578,225. 

The  imports  under  this  head  from  Scandinavia  consist  in  the  main  of 
cattle  hides,  but  goatskins  are  also  imported  in  considerable  quantities.

WOOL. 

The  wool  imports  from  Scandinavia  were  exceptionally  large  in 
1900,  amounting  to  571,796  pounds,  worth  $72,657.  As  compared 
with  the  record  for  1890,  when  only  40,662  pounds,  worth  $7,214, 
were  imported,  these  figures  show  a  marked  increase. 

Practically  all  of  the  wool  received  from  Scandinavia  is  furnished 
by  Denmark.  During  the  decade  1890-1899  no  imports  were  recorded 
from  Sweden  and  Norway,  but  in  1900  a  small  consignment,  amount- 
ing to  146  pounds,  valued  at  $15,  came  from  that  source.  The  imports 
from  Denmark  in  1900  amounted  to  571,650  pounds,  worth  $72,642.

RENNETS. 


Denmark  is  the  leading  source  of  the  rennets  imported  into  the 
United  States.  Our  purchases  from  that  country  during  1900  amounted 
in  value  to  $40,583.  The  imports  of  rennets  for  1890  were  not  clas- 
sified according  to  source,  but  in  1891  consignments  to  the  value  of 
$18,535  were  recorded,  followed  by  regular  shipments  in  the  succeed- 
ing years. 

The  earliest  year  for  which  imports  of  rennets  appear  to  have  been 
reported  from  Sweden  and  Norway  was  1893,  their  value  being  $520. 
Small  importations  were  also  made  in  each  subsequent  year,  with  the 
exception  of  1895  and  1896.  The  value  of  the  rennets  purchased  from 
Sweden  and  Norway  in  1900  was  $20,  making  the  total  importation 
from  Scandinavia  during  that  year  amount  to  $40,603.

CHEESE. 

During  the  ten  years  prior  to  1900  there  was  something  of  a  decline 
in  the  amount  of  cheese  imported  from  Scandinavia.  The  importa- 
tions for  1899  amounted  to  only  49.974  pounds,  valued  at  $6,427.  as 
compared  with  65,302  pounds,  worth  $7,852,  imported  during  1890. 
In  1900,  however,  our  purchases  from  that  source  suddenly  increased 
to  84.458  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $11,421. 

Sweden  and  Norway  furnish  practically  all  of  the  cheese  received 
from  Scandinavia.  The  imports  from  Denmark  in  1900  amounted  to 
only  9  pounds,  worth  $2.

DISTILLED  SPIRITS. 

Our  imports  of  distilled  spirits  from  Scandinavia  showed  a  slight 
increase  during  1890-1900,  advancing  from  5,196  proof  gallons  in  the 
former  year  to  6,935  proof  gallons  in  the  latter.  The  value  for  1890 
was  $7,037,  as  compared  with  $8,892  for  1900. 

The  larger  part  of  the  imports  came  from  Sweden  and  Norway.  In 
1900  these  countries  furnished  5,957  proof  gallons,  worth  $7,177,  while 
Denmark  supplied  only  978  proof  gallons,  worth  $1,715.

NONAGRICULTURAI,  IMPORTS  FROM  SCANDINAVIA. 

According  to  our  import  statistics  for  1900  the  United  States  pur- 
chased from  Scandinavia  during  that  year  $3,755,325  worth  of 
merchandise  other  than  products  of  agriculture.  Among  these  non- 
agricultural  commodities  iron  and  steel  formed  decidedly  the  most 
important  item,  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $1,705,872  or  nearly 
one-half  of  the  total. 

After  iron  and  steel  in  their  various  unmanufactured  forms,  the 
principal  nonagricultural  imports  were  wood  manufactures,  fish,  man- 
ufactures of  iron  and  steel,  whale  and  fish  oil,  and  matches.

Our  imports  of  iron  and  steel  from  Scandinavia  declined  materially 
during  the  years  1890-1900.  In  1900,  as  previously  stated,  they  were 
valued  at  $1,705,872,  while  in  1890  they  amounted'to  $2,270,8-11.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  was  a  decided  growth  in  the  importation  of  iron 
and  steel  manufactures,  the  annual  value  of  this  item  advancing  during 
the  same  period  from  $66,942  to  $179,131.  The  combined  value  of 
iron  and  steel  and  their  manufactures  imported  from  Scandinavia  in 
1900  was  $1,885,003,  as  compared  with  $2,343,783  in  lsiM). 

The  Scandinavian  iron  and  steel  purchased  during  L900  came  exclu- 
sively from  Sweden  and  Norway.  During  the  five  year-  beginning 
with  1890  shipments  of  some  importance  were  recorded  from  Denmark, 
but  the  trade  of  succeeding  years  was  insignificant. 

Of  the  iron  and  steel  manufactures  imported  from  Scandinavia  in 
1900,  Sweden  and  Norway  furnished  consignments  to  the  value  of 
$178,099.  and  Denmark  to  the  value  of  $1,032.

MANUFACTURES  OF  WOOD. 


Manufactures  of  wood  were  formerly  imported  from  Scandinavia  in 
much  larger  quantities  than  during  the  past  few  years.  The  value  of 
the  importations  rose  from  $748,770  in  1890  to  $1,126,830  in  1893, 
and  then  subsequently  declined  to  $159,793  in  1898.  During  1899 
there  was  a  slight  recoveiy  to  $182,036,  and  then  in  1900  a  marked 
increase  to  $627,812.  Of  the  imports  received  during  1900  Sweden 
and  Norway  furnished  $627,090  worth  and  Denmark  $722  worth.

WHALE  AND  FISH  OIL. 

The  amount  of  whale  and  fish  oil  received  from  Scandanavia  during 
the  period  under  consideration,  although  fluctuating  materially  from 
year  to  year,  showed  on  the  whole  a  considerable  increase.  Our 
imports  for  L900  were  recorded  at  265,710  gallons,  as  compared  with 
147,824  gallons  for  1890.  The  value  increased  during  these  years  from 
£56,977  to  S138.D38.  Except  in  the  year  1899,  when  3.000  gallons, 
worth  $1,520.  were  received  from  Denmark,  the  entire  imports  during 
1890-1900  were  furnished  by  Sweden  and  Norway.

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  TO  SCANDINAVIA. 

During  1900,  as  has  already  been  shown,  over  $20,000,000  worth  of 
American  farm  produce  found  a  market  in  Scandinavia.  Breadstuff's 
were  the  principal  factor  in  the  trade,  our  shipments  under  this  head 
having  an  aggregate  value  of  $9,740,350,  or  nearly  half  of  the  total. 
After  breadstuffs,  the  principal  group  of  exports  was  that  comprising 
the  various  meat  products,  of  which  shipments  were  made  to  the  value 
of  $-1,698,750.  Of  the  remaining  exports,  the  most  important  were  oil 
cake,  cotton,  vegetable  oils,  molasses  and  sirup,  tobacco,  seeds,  and 
fruits  and  nuts.

BEEADSTUFFS. 


Under  the  head  of  breadstuffs  our  principal  exports  to  Scandinavia 
during  1900,  named  in  the  order  of  their  value,  were  corn,  wheat 
flour,  wheat,  rye,  and  oatmeal. 

Corn. — Corn  was  decidedly  the  foremost  article  of  export  among 
the  various  products  of  agriculture  sent  to  Scandinavia  in  the  year 
mentioned.  In  fact,  this  grain  formed  the  largest  item  in  our  entire 
export  trade  with  that  region.  The  shipments  of  corn  to  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  have  increased  with  great  rapidity  during  recent  years. 
In  1900  19,626,853  bushels,  valued  at  $7,813,234,  were  marketed  there, 
as  compared  with  only  6,038,139  bushels,  valued  at  $2,475,711,  in  1890. 
Most  of  this  corn  goes  to  Denmark,  the  amount  purchased  by  Sweden 
and  Norway  being  comparatively  small.  In  1900  the  two  countries 
last  mentioned  took  only  763,288  bushels,  worth  $303,597,  while  the 
consignments  to  Denmark  were  recorded  at  18,863,565  bushels,  worth 
$7,509,637.

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Wheat  flour. — In  the  amount  of  wheat  flour  shipped  from  the  United 
States  to  Scandinavia  there  was  an  increase  from  12,736  barrels, 
valued  at  $62,162,  in  1890,  to  217,850  barrels,  valued  at  $780,203,  in 
1900,  forming  one  of  the  most  interesting  examples  of  growth  among 
our  agricultural  exports.  Much  larger  quantities  were  sent  to 
Sweden  and  Norway  than  to  Denmark.  During  1900  our  consign- 
ments to  the  countries  first  mentioned  amounted  to  122,909  barrels, 
worth  $469,361,  as  compared  with  an  export  of  94,941  barrels,  worth 
$310,839,  to  Denmark.

Wheat. — Our  exports  of  wheat  to  Scandinavia  have  been  extremely 
irregular,  depending  largely  upon  the  size  of  the  European  crop.  In 
1890  no  exports  whatever  were  recorded.  During  the  succeeding 
years  shipments  were  made  of  widely  differing  amounts,  those  of  1892, 
recorded  at  3,010,948  bushels,  worth  $3,170,432,  being  the  largest. 
In  1900  there  was  an  exportation  of  806,278  bushels,  having  a  value 
of  $633,064.  Denmark  bought  665,180  bushels,  worth  $529,338,  and 
Sweden  and  Norway  141,098  bushels,  worth  $103,726.

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Bye. — The  exports  of  rye  from  the  United  States  to  Scandinavia 
have  shown  even  greater  fluctuations  from  year  to  year  than  those  just 
described  in  the  case  of  wheat.  During  five  of  the  years  1890-1900  no 
consignments  to  that  destination  were  reported,  and  the  shipments  for 
the  other  years  varied  widely  in  amount.  The  largest  exports  of  the 
period  were  those  for  1899,  amounting  to  3,020,823  bushels.  Owing 
to  a  higher  price  during  1892,  however,  an  export  of  1,863,578  bushels 
in  that  year  slightly  exceeded  in  value  the  much  larger  shipments  of 
1899.  In  the  former  year  the  export  value  was  $1,815,403,  as  com- 
pared with  $1,839,927  in  the  latter.  The  record  for  1900  was  272,269 
bushels,  valued  at  $163,751,  and  of  these  exports  Sweden  and  Norway 
took  187,633  bushels,  worth  $111,473,  and  Denmark  84,636  bushels, 
worth  $49,278.

Oatmeal. — During  the  last  few  years  a  considerable  export  trade  in 
oatmeal  has  been  established  with  Scandinavia.  The  earliest  ship- 
ments appear  to  have  been  made  in  1893  and  amounted  to  only  2,400 
pounds,  valued  at  $142.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  trade  has  since 
grown  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  during  1900  there  was  an  exportation 
of  5,937,540  pounds,  worth  $121,785.  Sweden  and  Norway  were 
credited  with  the  principal  part  of  these  exports,  taking  4,872,160 
pounds,  valued  at  $100,262,  while  the  shipments  to  Denmark  amounted 
to  1,065,380  pounds,  worth  $21,523.

Bran,  etc. — Another  class  of  grain  products  of  growing-  importance 
among  our  exports  to  Scandinavia  comprises  bran,  middlings,  and  mill 
feed.  During  1900  these  products  formed  an  item  that  amounted  in 
value  to  $148,873,  the  quantity  exported  being  9,318  tons.  Compared 
with  the  record  for  1898,  when  only  1,175  tons,  worth  $17,060,  were 
exported,  these  figures  show  a  remarkable  increase.  Prior  to  1898  the 
exports  under  this  head  were  not  stated  in  the  official  trade  returns. 

Denmark  was  the  principal  market,  taking  in  1900  8,728  tons,  val- 
ued at  $137,279,  while  only  620  tons,  valued  at  $11,594,  were  sold  to 
Sweden  and  Norway.

MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

Among  the  American  meat  products  shipped  to  Scandinavia  in  1900, 
the  principal  articles  were  oleo  oil,  lard,  bacon,  salted  or  pickled  pork, 
and  tallow. 

Oleo  oil. — In  our  exports  of  oleo  oil  to  Scandinavia  there  has  been 
an  unusually  rapid  growth,  giving  this  product  first  place  among  the 
meat  products  sent  to  that  destination.  The  shipments  during  1900 
were  recorded  at  22,129,280  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $1,635,100, 
while  in  1890  there  was  an  export  of  only  742,737  pounds,  valued  at 
$73,176. 

Sweden  and  Norway  took  the  larger  part  of  the  consignments  for 
1900,  the  shipments  to  these  countries  amounting  to  13,500,332  pounds, 
worth  $960,047,  while  to  Denmark  8,628,948  pounds  were  sent,  the 
value  being  $675,053.

Lard. — Lard  w  as  another  article  among  the  meat  products  sent  to 
Scandinavia  that  showed  an  important  increase  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  amount  exported  rose  from  14,727,556  pounds,  worth 
11,019,295,  in  1890.  to  24,030,644  pounds,  worth  $1,410,990,  in  1900. 
Owing  to  a  decline  in  price,  however,  the  gain  in  quantity  was  much 
more  marked  than  that  in  value. 

Of  the  lard  exports  for  1900,  Sweden  and  Norway  received  12,595,960 
pounds,  valued  at  8735,763,  and  Denmark  11,434,684  pounds,  valued 
at  $675,227.

Bacon.  During  L899  exceptionally  heavy  shipments  of  bacon  were 
sent  from  the  United  States  to  Scandinavia,  the  total  consignments 
amounting  to  30,206,738  pounds,  valued  at  $2,054,968.  These  ship- 
ments were  more  than  three  times  as  large  as  any  previously  recorded. 
In  L900  the  exportation  fell  to  12.2u4.6su  pounds,  worth  $816,530,  but 
while  the  figures  for  that  year  disclose  a  loss  of  over  .">u  per  cent  com- 
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pared  with  1899,  they  show  a  considerable  gain  over  all  prior  years. 
The  exports  for  1890  amounted  to  only  7,566,743  pounds,  worth 
$491,568. 

Sweden  and  Norway  formed  the  principal  destination  of  the  ship- 
ments for  1900,  the  consignments  to  these  countries  amounting  to 
11,488,396  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $770,020,  while  Denmark  received 
only  716,290  pounds,  worth  $46,510.

— Another  meat  product  that  showed  a  strik- 
ing gain  in  our  export  trade  with  Scandinavia  was  salted  or  pickled 
pork.  In  1900  the  exports  amounted  to  3,751,357  pounds,  worth 
$250,784,  as  compared  with  onlv  137,400  pounds,  worth  $7,374,  in 
1890. 

Sweden  and  Norway  furnished  the  principal  markets,  taking  in  1900 
2,988,100  pounds,  worth  $2<  15,883,  while  Denmark  received  only  763,257 
pounds,  worth  $44,901.

OIL  CAKE  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

Next  to  corn  the  largest  item  among-  our  agricultural  exports  to 
Scandinavia  for  1900  consisted  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal.  The 
shipment  of  these  products  has  increased  with  great  rapidity  since  189< ». 
advancing  from  14,202,111  pounds,  Avorth  8129,596,  in  that  year,  to 
•2~y>. 665,772  pounds,  worth  82,656,587,  in  1900.  Denmark  furnished 
the  principal  market,  the  consignments  to  Sweden  and  Norway  being 
small  and  extremely  irregular.  The  largest  exportation  to  these  latter 
countries  was  that  reported  for  1890,  amounting  to  1.460,695  pounds, 
worth  $11,736.  Between  1890  and  1900  there  were  only  three  annual 
records  of  exportation.  In  1900  Sweden  and  Norway  took  246.  N^4 
pounds,  valued  at  $2,710.  while  the  shipments  to  Denmark  amounted 
to  273,418,888  pounds,  with  a  value  of  £2,653,877. 

The  marked  increase  during  the  last  few  years  in  our  exports  of  oil 
cake  and  oil-cake  meal  to  Denmark  has  been  due  chiefly  to  the  growing 
use  of  these  products  as  a  feeding  stuff  for  live  stock  in  that  country.

After  corn  and  oil  cake  our  next  largest  agricultural  export  to  Scan- 
dinavia in  1900  was  cotton.  Of  this  product  23,381,248  pounds  were 
sent  to  the  destination  mentioned,  the  value  being-  $1,818,569.  In 
comparison  with  the  shipments  for  1890,  which  were  recorded  at 
7,539,750  pounds,  worth  $712,806,  there  was  a  decided  increase.  The 
exports  to  Denmark  in  1900  amounted  to  15,991,776  pounds,  worth 
$1,251,325,  while  Sweden  and  Norway  received  only  7,386,472  pounds, 
worth  $597,244.

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

Cottonseed  oil. — Among  the  vegetable  oils  exported  from  the  United 
States  to  Scandinavia  cotton -seed  oil  is  decidedly  the  most  important. 
The  annual  records  from  1890  to  1900  show  a  marked  growth  in  the 
exportation  of  this  oil.  During  1900,  692,354  gallons,  worth  $200,497, 
were  shipped,  while  in  1890  there  was  an  exportation  of  only  8,500 
gallons,  valued  at  $2,690. 

Denmark  takes  the  larger  part  of  these  exports,  the  quantity  sent 
to  that  country  in  1900  being  487,835  gallons,  with  a  value  of  $143,779. 
The  amount  sent  to  Sweden  and  Norway  was  204,519  gallons,  and  the 
value  $56,718.

Corn  oil. — Another  vegetable  oil  that  has  been  shipped  to  Scandi- 
navia in  considerable  quantities  during  the  last  few  years  is  corn  oil. 
Prior  to  1898  the  exports  of  this  oil  were  not  separately  recorded,  but 
in  that  vear  the  returns  of  exportation  show  shipments  amounting  to 
99,108  gallons,  worth  826,165.  During  1899  and  1900  the  exports 
rapidly  increased,  rising  in  the  latter  vear  to  400,850  gallons,  valued  at 
$117,345.  Of  the  shipments  recorded  for  1900,  381,850  gallons,  worth 
£111.395.  were  marketed  in  Sweden  and  Norway  and  19,000  gallons, 
worth  $5,950,  in  Denmark.

Aside  from  the  two  varieties  just  mentioned  very  little  vegetable  oil 
is  exported  from  the  United  States  to  Scandinavia.  In  1900  only  $425 
worth  of  other  kinds  was  shipped.  Our  total  exports  to  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  during  that  year  amounted  in  value  to  $318,207. 

MOLASSES  AND  SIRUP. 

The  item  comprising  molasses  and  sirup  was  one  of  considerable 
importance  in  our  agricultural  export  trade  with  Scandinavia  during 
L900.  In  the  year  named  1,657,401  gallons  of  these  products  were 
shipped,  or  more  than  three  times  the  exportation  of  1890,  which 
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amounted  to  only  513,052  gallons.  The  total  export  value  increased 
during  1890-1900  from  $113,632  to  1281,671. 

Of  the  unusually  large  exports  in  1900  Denmark  received  1,235,569 
gallons,  worth  $215,341,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  421,832  gallons, 
worth  $66,330.

TOBACCO. 

The  unmanufactured  tobacco  shipped  from  the  United  States  to 
Scandinavia  goes  chiefly  in  the  leaf.    During  1900  the  exportation 
of  other  kinds  amounted  in  value  to  only  $20,212.    The  shipmeiw 
leaf  tobacco  in  that  year  had  a  value  of  $212,732,  the  quantity  be 
2,385,643  pounds.   The  exports  for  1900  were  more  than  twice  as  lar< 
as  those  for  1890,  when  shipments  amounting  to  1,187,577  pounds 
and  having  a  value  of  $121,460,  were  made. 

Sweden  and  Norway  took  the  principal  part  of  the  exports  during 
1900,  receiving  2,272,022  pounds,  worth  $201,695,  while  only  113,621 
pounds,  worth  $11,037,  were  sent  to  Denmark.

\ON  AGRICULTURAL   EXPORTS  TO  SCANDINAVIA. 

Of  the  nonagricultural  commodities  shipped  from  the  United  States 
to  Scandinavia  during  L900  mineral  oils  and  manufactures  of  iron  and 
steel  comprised  the  foremost  items.  Measured  in  value  these  two 
classes  of  merchandise  constituted  more  than  half  of  the  entire  export 
trade  in  nonagricultural  products.  Of  mineral  oils  over  $3,000,000 
worth  was  exported,  and  of  iron  and  steel  manufactures  nearly 
$2,000,000  worth. 

Next  to  these  two  Leading  Items  the  most  important  exports,  in  the 
order  of  their  value,  were  agricultural  implements,  leather,  cycles. 
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crude  iron  and  steel,  wood  in  its  unmanufactured  forms,  and  fertilizers. 
Of  the  remaining  nonagricultural  exports  those  having  the  largest 
value  were  tobacco  manufactures,  copper,  manufactures  of  cotton  and 
other  vegetable  fibers,  and  manufactures  of  wood.

MINERAL  OILS. 

In  1900  our  exports  of  mineral  oils  to  Scandinavia  rose  to  41,051,880 
gallons,  showing  a  decided  increase  over  the  shipments  for  1890,  which 
were  recorded  at  only  19,757,385  gallons.  The  export  value  increased 
during  these  years  from  $1,180,598  to  $3,171,784.  The  distribution  of 
the  exports  during  1900  was  25,361,962  gallons,  worth  $1,806,690,  to 
Sweden  and  Norway,  and  18,689,918  gallons,  worth  $1,365,094,  to 
Denmark. 

Of  the  oils  sent  to  Scandinavia  in  1900,  43,959,452  gallons  consisted 
of  the  refined  or  manufactured  product,  the  value  being  $3,163,789. 
Only  92,428  gallons  of  crude  oil,  valued  at  $7,995,  were  exported. 
Illuminating  oil,  or  kerosene,  comprised  the  principal  part  of  the 
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refined  oil  exports,  the  shipments  of  this  product  amounting  to 
42,929,601  gallons,  of  which  24,693,536  gallons  went  to  Sweden  and 
Norway,  and  18,236,065  gallons  to  Denmark.  The  consignments  to 
the  latter  country  were  worth  $1,312,147,  and  those  to  Sweden  and 
Norway  $1,727,679,  giving  the  total  exports  to  Scandinavia  a  value  of 
$3,039,826.

IRON  AND  STEEL. 

Manufactures  of  iron  and  steel. — Another  instance  of  rapid  growth 
is  found  in  the  exportation  of  iron  and  steel  manufactures.  During 
1900  our  shipments  under  this  head  to  Scandinavia  had  an  aggregate 
value  of  $1,801,678,  or  many  times  the  value  for  1890,  which  was 
recorded  at  only  $92,818.  Of  the  exports  for  1900,  $1,004,419  worth 
found  a  market  in  Sweden  and  Norway,  and  $797,259  worth  in 
Denmark. 

The  manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  exported  during  1900  covered 
a  great  variety  of  articles,  many  of  which  were  comprised  in  the  cate- 
gory known  as  "  Machinery,  machines,  and  parts  of."  Besides  the  vari- 
ous kinds  of  machinery  and  machines,  including  steam  engines,  the 
principal  items  were  builders'  hardware,  tools,  and  pipes  and  pipe 
fittings. 

Crude  iron  and  steel. — Of  iron  and  steel  in  its  unmanufactured 
forms  no  shipments  to  Scandinavia  were  recorded  until  1896,  in  which 
year  there  was  an  exportation  of  $150  worth.  Each  succeeding  year 
witnessed  a  marked  increase  and  in  1900  shipments  worth  $256,959 
were  reported.  Of  these  exports  Sweden  and  Norway  received  con- 
signments to  the  value  of  $176,111  and  Denmark  to  the  value  of 
$80,818.  The  exports  under  this  head  consisted  largely  of  steel  rails 
for  railways,  structural  iron  and  steel,  steel  bars  or  rods,  and  pig  iron. 

The  total  value  of  the  iron  and  steel  and  their  manufactures  exported 
to  the  Scandinavian  countries  in  1900  amounted  to  $2,058,637,  of  which 
sum  $1,180,530  represented  shipments  to  Sweden  and  Norway,  and 
$878,107  shipments  to  Denmark.

In  the  exportation  of  agricultural  implements  to  Scandinavia  there 
has  been  a  remarkable  growth  during  the  years  under  examination. 
Our  exports  of  this  class  of  merchandise  increased  from  £75,973  worth 
in  1890  to  $778,512  worth  in  1900.  During  the  latter  year  Denmark 
made  purchases  to  the  value  of  $480,997,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  to 
the  value  of  $297,515.

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CYCLES. 

Within  the  last  few  years  a  considerable  export  trade  in  cycles  has 
been  developed  with  the  Scandinavian  countries.  During  1896,  the 
first  year  for  which  figures  are  available,  the  exports  amounted  in  value 
to  $58,699.  During  1897, 1898,  and  1899  much  larger  shipments  were 
made,  the  record  for  the  last  of  these  years  being  $ 818,923  worth.  In 
1900,  however,  there  was  a  marked  decline  from  these  figures,  the 
export  value  dropping  to  $323,412.  Of  the  shipments  for  1900,  Den- 
mark took  $187,886  worth,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  $135,526  worth.

LEATHER  AND  MANUFACTURES  OP  LEATHER. 

Leatlier. — Our  exports  of  leather  to  Scandinavia  during  1900 
amounted  in  value  to  $673,204,  as  compared  with  $622,697  in  1890. 
Although  the  figures  for  the  two  years  quoted  indicate  a  slight  increase, 
the  average  for  the  latter  half  of  the  decade  beginning  with  1890  shows 
a  considerable  falling  off  when  contrasted  with  the  first  half.  Sweden 
and  Norway  took  most  of  the  leather  shipped  from  the  United  States 
to  Scandinavia,  the  exports  to  these  two  countries  in  1900  amounting 
to  $522,510  worth,  whereas  our  consignments  to  Denmark  had  a  value 
of  only  $150,694. 

Manufactures  of  leather. — While  the  exports  of  leather  to  Scandi- 
navia show  on  an  average  a  slight  falling  off,  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  exportation  of  boots  and  shoes  and  other  manufactures 
of  leather.  During  1890  our  total  exports  of  leather  manufactures  to 
that  destination  were  valued  at  only  $707,  whereas  in  1900  these  arti- 
cles were  shipped  to  the  value  of  $58,378.  In  the  latter  year  Denmark 
purchased  $31,923  worth  and  Sweden  and  Norway  $26,455  worth. 

The  total  value  of  the  leather  and  leather  manufactures  exported 
from  the  United  States  to  Scandinavia  in  1900  amounted  to  $731,582, 
of  which  amount  $548,965  was  the  value  of  the  shipments  to  Sweden 
and  Norway  and  $182,617  that  of  the  shipments  to  Denmark.

FERTILIZERS. 

During  1900  the  United  States  exported  to  Scandinavia  29,592  tons 
of  fertilizers,  the  value  being  8246,552.  As  compared  with  the  record 
for  1890,  when  only  12,134  tons,  worth  876,456,  were  shipped,  these 
figures  show  a  conspicuous  increase.  Sweden  and  Norway  received 
the  principal  part  of  the  exports  for  1900,  taking  25,089  tons,  valued 
at  8201,447,  while  only  4,503  tons^  valued  at  &45,105,  were  sent  to 
Denmark.

WOOD. 

Unmanufactured  wood. — Our  exports  of  wood  in  its  unmanufactured 
forms  to  Scandinavia  increased  from  $22,409'  worth  in  1890  to  $255,208 
worth  in  1900.  The  shipments  for  the  latter  year  went  chiefly  to  Den- 
mark, the  consignments  to  that  country  being  valued  at  $187,267,  and 
those  to  Sweden  and  Norway  at  $67,941. 

Wood  manufactures. — The  exports  of  wood  manufactures  to  the 
Scandinavian  countries  also  showed  a  rapid  increase  during  1890-1900, 
the  annual  value  advancing  from  $14,575  to  $101,337.  Of  the  exports 
for  1900  Sweden  and  Norway  took  $56,592  worth  and  Denmark  $44,745 
worth. 

Our  combined  exports  of  wood,  manufactured  and  unmanufactured, 
had  an  aggregate  value  in  1900  of  $356,545.  The  shipments  to  DenmarK 
were  valued  at  $232,012,  and  those  to  Sweden  and  Norway  at  $124,533.

TOBACCO  MANUFACTUKES. 

In  1900  manufactures  of  tobacco  having  a  total  value  of  $179,100 
were  shipped  from  the  United  States  to  the  Scandinavian  countries. 
As  compared  with  the  exports  for  1890,  which  had  a  value  of  only 
$50,970,  these  figures  show  an  important  growth.  Sweden  and  Nor- 
way furnished  a  market  for  $124,768  worth  of  the  exports  in  1900, 
while  $54,332  went  to  Denmark.  Cigarettes  ^ormed  the  princiDal 
item  in  these  exports.

Our  exports  of  copper  to  Scandinavia  have  been  extremel}T  irregular. 
During  the  years  1890-1893  there  were  no  shipments.  In  1891, 
consignments  to  the  value  of  $20,652  were  forwarded,  followed  by 
shipments  in  each  subsequent  year  except  1899.
